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Pursuant to 37 C.F.R 1.109 and M.P.E.P 1302.14, the following is an Examiner's 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach a file replication system comprising a plurality 
of nodes. One node is established as a master node for storing an updated file as a 
backup file while another node is established as an originator node and the rest of nodes 
of a computer network are established as slave nodes in a manner that is network- 
topology independent and avoids a single point of failure. The file replication system 
further comprising: local workspace means, global workspace means, means for checking 
an error of a file version in the master node; means for transferring the updating file to the 
global workspace means and means for communicating both creation of the backup file to 
the originator node and availability of the backup file to the slave nodes. Further, as in 
claims 17 and 19, the file replication system comprising: a polling means and a 
synchronizing means
